Many Notable Englishwomen Hold 


Titles In Thele Own Right. 


i While so many women are agitating 
{for their “rights” it is of interest to 
‘know that a great many of the gentler 
|sex hold exalted positions in their 
‘own right in England, and do not de- 
rive their titles from their husbands, 


At present there aré a number of peer- | 


esses in their own right—sixteen to be 
exact, the one whose peerage is of 
the greatest antiquity being Lady de 
Ros whose barony—the premier har- 
ony of England—was creatéd by Si- 
mon de Montfort when, after the bat- 
tle of Lewes he summoned Robert de 
Ros by writ in the King’s name, tw 
| Parliament. 

Lady de Ros was the only child of 
the late Lord de Ros, who died rather 
more than two years ago. Her, hus- 
band is a brother of Lord Dartrey, 
and, she has three daughters — the 
Hon. Mrs. Ross, the Hon. Maude 
Dawson and the Hon. Mrs, Wade 
Palmer. Having no brother, these la- 
dies are co-heiresses to their mother’s 
barony, for it is a peculiarity of Eng- 
lish baronies by writ that primogeni- 
ture among femates is ignored. All 
daughters are equal co-heiresses, and 
not one of them can obtain the title 
until she becomes the sole heiress. 

But this is not all. Mrs, Ross has 
two sons, and Mrs. Wade Palmer has 
two daughters and the barony may re- 
main in abeyance until the descen- 
dants of the original co-heiresses have 
dwindled down to one person. Be- 
cause of this peerages have sometimes 
remained in abeyance for centuries. 
| However, the King has a prerogative. 
He can at any time he chooses con- 
fer the dignity on any one of the co- 
heirs.

Dr. Grenfell Tells of the Eskimos of 


the Labrador Coast. 


“The best-educated people in the 
sweaty at. present are the Eskimo.” 
says Dr. W. T. Grenfell, in his new 
| book, “Labrador,” recently ‘published 

by Messrs,..Macmilan. 

It is 4 startling and mortifying sen- 

tence, for along that rugged coast, the 
scene of Dr. Grenfell’s self-sacrificing 
labors as a medical missionary, there | 
is a considerable, if temporary popu- | 
lation of whites. 

And many of the visiting white | 
fishermen, chiefly Americans, do not | 
set-a good example to the people olf 
the land, They are a generous, open. | 
handed crowd of men, but “they go | 
fishing and working on Sundays 
among our people, who, though poor.

Skimmiik tas all the protein and balf 
of the full value of the whule milk 
and is in most lucalities the’ most eco- 
nomical source of animal protein. The 
food elements iv skimmitk are equat 
in physiological value to those of 
ments and are far less expensive. 

Aes ap xrticle to substitute for water 
in the preparation of various dishes 
fis well asx for others that are made 
mainly of milk there is no waste, but 


a decided gain in food value. lu mak- 
ing bread skimmilk will add to the 
weight aud nutritive value of the loaf. 
Used in place of water, sufficient flour 


may be saved to pay for the milk and 
yet predace a lvaf of equal weight 
and of more actual food value. 

Milk bread is richer in fatty matter 
and superior in flesh forming elements, 
which is scieutitically explained as be- 
ing due to the casein of milk being tn- 
vorporated with the fibrin of the flour, 
The sale of skimmilk to bakers. and 
confectioners shuuld’ be 
and is capable of being targely in- 
ereased. Used in this manner, it may 
be made to vet the consumer a dollar 
a hundred pounds. or more than a 
large per cent of the farmers and dai- 
rymen realize for their whole milk, 

As a food for dumestic animals skim- 
milk occupies the most conspicuous po- 
sition of any foudstuff, especially as a 
feed for young and growing animals.

WEW RULES OF MINERAL LANDS 


CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK 


“Oue important principle involved in 
the respecting the 
petroleum and tarsand lands relates 


new regulations 
to the rights of the prospector, the 
discoverer, Whose interests are protect, 
In 
the new regulations all landsa must he 


ed as they have not hitherto been, 


staked, and they must be staked in 


person by the individual niaking appli- 
éntion.fora le&se, but the original 
locater is given. the right under cer- 
tain restrictions, his rights. 

Thi underlaying principle of these 
regulations and upon which all others 
in the future will be built is that the 
governmeut will no longer sell or alle- 
nate mineral rights, but wil, onlv lease 
them subject to terms of operations 
that leases shall be held subject to an- 
nual rentais which are intended ta he 
bairdensome unless actual operations 
are carviedon While actual operations 
in thedevelopment is entirely cut out. 

Orders-in-council anthorizing the 
new regulations have been passed 
within recent days. They are now be- 
ing published by the Interior De- 
partmert. 

The tarsand regulations, which he- 
came effeotive on the 19th, are made 
to apply to that portion of Alberta lying 
north of township 80 and letween the 
fourth and fifth meridians, in which 
territory the asphalt despoits are sit- 
uated. For the purpose of developing 
the tarsand deposits these lands may 
be leased for a termof twenty-one 
years at an annual rental of ‘fifty 
cents.” acre in advance. No application
